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IT SEEMS THAT even in a pleasant town like St, Albert someone will try and spoil 
town facilities. In the St, Albert Lions Park one week ago vandals forced their way into 
the concession stand damaging a riding mower, fixtures and bulbs, In the washrooms 
they destroyed a water heater and sprayed tar throughout the buildings, Damage to the 
facility is estimated at $1,500, 


Young vandals apprehended 


The RCMP in St. Albert 
have apprehended five juven- 
iles who will be charged 
with breaking andentering 
the maintenance shop of the 
St. Albert Protestant Sep- 
arate School District No, 6, 
The charges will be heard

Alternate proposed for 
Police Station Site 


A memorandum from Mr, 
R, L, Byron, town admini- 
strator, preceded discuss- 
ion on the subject of the loca- 
tion of the Police Facilities 
which had been approved for 
the Mission/Perron site, at 
the special meeting of Coun- 
cil on Monday, October 28, 
The memorandum posed the 
possibility of utilizing alter- 
natives for the site of the 
Police building, 

The alternative proposed 
in the Memorandum from 
Mr, Byron was a site loca- 
ted on Tache Street, across 
from the existing Legion Hall 
Also outlined in the memor- 
andum from the administra~ 
tor were two points which 
effect the choice of site; the 
first being that the pre~ 
viously proposed site is 
within the immediate area 


of the Sturgeon River which 
limits the degree of devel- 
opment of the river front- 
age at this location, and the 
second being that the alter- 
nate site is nearer to the 
site preferred by the Police 
Commission, The site could 
also be exploited by the Stur- 
geon Health Unit who are 
looking for land for their 
offices, The point of the 
memorandum is that by lo- 
cating both the Police facil- 
ities and the Health Unit 
facilities on the large piece 
of property would be maxi- 
mizing the use of the site, 
The memorandum called for 
approval to investigate the 
possibility of the project, 

Mr. Byron briefed Coun- 
cil on the matter stating 
that the question had arisen 
as to whether the Mission/ 


Perron site was the best 
alternative for the Police 
building. He noted that the 
existing Legion building was 
to be torn down and a new 
facility was intended to be 
constructed ona similar size 
piece of land on the pro- 
perty across Tache Street, 
The Town owned land in 
this area is recognized to 
be a large piece of land,

ADMINISTRATOR, 
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Edmonton Restricted 
Development Area 


In a jot announcement today the Hon, Bill Yurko, Mintster of the Environment and 
St, Albert MLA Ernie Jamison, made public the information on the “Green Belt’ 
which has been approved by the Provincial Government, to loop around the Northern 
half of Edmonton, 

Mr, Jamison started the pressure for a St, Albert Green Belt in his initial speech in 
the Legislature, said Mr, Yurko and continually supplied me and my department with 
ammunition of every conceivable nature for the past three years, 

The Edmonton Restricted Development Area averages about one-half mile in width 
and starts at Highway 16 just west of the city limits, It runs north from the highway 
toward St, Albert, passes between the town and Edmonton, goes east between Canadian 
Forces Base Namao and Edmonton, and turns south to end at Highway 16 east of the 
city limits, 

The purpose of establishing the area is to provide for a green belt, preserve lands 
which have recreation potential, and provide for a possible utility corridor, 

Mr, Jamison said this morning that it is also a very significant step in preserving 
the independence and autonomy of the town, 

He gave credit to the people in St, Albert who organized and completed a petition 
and the 2,849 people who signed in a three-day period last March, The petition, which 
asked the Department of Environment not to allow a proposed heavy industrial develop- 
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ment within town boundaries, also requested a green belt. It was tabled in the Legisia- 
ture on March 20 of this year with the Hon, Bill Yurko. 

This is an example of constituents working with thelr MLA under the Conservatives 
‘open government”’ policy, said Mr, Jamison, 

The provincial government has approved three Restricted Development Areas in 
the vicinity of Edmonton, The other two areas follow the North Saskatchewan River 
Valley east and west of the city, 

In the restricted development areas, existing agricultural, commercial and industrial 
activities may continue but any major expansion of activities or new activities must 
receive approval from the Minister. The same restrictions apply to buildings. 

The eastern edge of the Edmonton Restricted Development Area borders on the Ed- 
monton-Fort Saskatchewan Restricted Development Area. This area extends down- 
stream to about two miles east of Fort Saskatchewan, generally following the top of 
the bank along the North Saskatchewan River, 

The purpose of this area {s to protect the river bank from undesirable development 
and to preserve recreational lands, 

The Edmonton-Devon Restricted Development Area is on the southwest end of Ed- 
monton and also follows the upper bank of the North Saskatchewan River, It runs from 
the brid Yevon to the Edmonton city limits and was established to protect the 
river banks uid recreational lands, 
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Outline 


A sneak preview of St. 
Albert’s Outline Plan was 
provided by Town Planner, 
Mr, D, W. Gordon, at the 
special meeting of Council 
on Monday, October 28, Ma- 
yor Plain stated that the 
purpose of bringing this mat- 
ter forth was to try to ob- 
tain, in the brief period of 
time, an overview of some 
of the important questions 
relating to the planning of 
the community, The mayor 
also noted that in view of 
the short span of time pro- 
vided to the planner, the 
material provided was not 
intended to be extremely 
comprehensive, 

Mr. Gordon began his pre- 
sentation by stating that he 
had noted that there were 
three areas which council 
had wished to look at in an 
exploratory fashion, The 
first aim was to provide 
council with background on 
current subdivision and-de- 
velopment proposals in Town 
the second was to provide 
an inventory of population 
potential of the Town includ- 
ing all serviceable areas 
within the Town limits, and 
the third point was to bring 
out General Plan issues, 

Mr. Gordon outlined the 
current development areas 
in the Town (proposed and 


Plan previewed 


existing) including Alcan, 
Qualico, Ball Estate, Gran- 
din Village Phase 2, Na- 
tional Land site, Dareen 
Holdings, Bonanza propos- 
al, Downtown development 
areas (several separate 
holdings in this area), BA- 
CM’s various developments 
Abbey Glen, and so on, He 
went on to say that, in view 
of the haste in which the re- 
port had been prepared, 
some errors may exist and 
the response was prelimin- 
ary. He stated that in the 
weeks ahead, a more de- 
finite mapping will take place 
Mr. Gordon also stated that 
there was insufficient time 
to do the population inven- 
tory which would also be 
forthcoming. 

Coun, Lukay presented a 
notice of motion, conditional 
to receipt of additional in- 
formation as promised by 
the Planner, He outlined 
three steps to be notedinthe 
formulation of an outline 
plan: ‘‘The first step that 
Town take immediate act- 
ion to completely resolve 
the servicing in all seg-

This plan is to be 
based on the philosophy that 
the Town is to be autono- 
mous and the plan shall in- 
dicate the rate and staging 
of developments and growth 
that is practically co-ordin- 
ated with the provisions of 
regional services and the 
extent of transportation sys- 
tems, Step number three, 
similar to step two, that 
a pian and alternatives to- 
wards growth and develop- 
ment in areas requiring land 
annexation, ’’ 

Coun, Lukay stated that 
he felt the first point which 
had been mentioned, dealing 
with servicing was the most 
important portion of his 
comments in view of the need 
to insure the servicing of 
these properties. He stated 
that the other matters could 
be dealt with as time goes 
on, Mayor Plain noted that 
the servicing question would 
be better to be dealt with as 
more information is receiv- 
ed, and the notice of motion 
was received on condition 
of receipt of the information 
from the Planner.

Political Speed Limits 


By A, K, Zimmer, St, Albert 


Our Minister of Highways, the Hon, Mr, C, Copithorne 
thwarted at least temporarily, the obvious opportunity 
of the Alberta Progressive Conservative Government to 
make some political hay with NDP legislation introduced 
by the B,C, Government to reduce highway speed limits 
in that province, 

Mr. Copithorne’s latest red ink front page news release 
in support of that NDP legislation therefore could cause 
his cabinet colleagues to put a’ speed limiton any similar 
rushes to the news media by the Alberta Highways Mini- 

ster, in order that the content of same may be subjected 
to the benefit of thorough analysis by others in cabinet, 
who are capable of discovering possible embarrassing 
situations, ~ 

Mr, Copithorne’s latest release could have benefited 
from such a second analysis, for the B,C, Government 
legislation he supported appears to have at least some 
political results other than the first glance concern for 
human suffering. It could very well be, that the ultimate 
concern was to save political necks of those setting 
B,C, Government Auto Insurance rates, more so than 
saving of human lifes and suffering caused by highway 
accidents, 

For while it is commendable to reduce human suffering 
by reducing highway accident rates, if that was the only 
concern it should have been accompanied by a simultan- 
eous reduction in insurance premiums set by that pro- 
vince, corresponding to the amount of money saved by the 
B,C. Government Insurance system by the reduced accl- 
dent rate, 

In fact, the B,C, Government has reduced highway 
speed limits to 55 m.p.h,, since accordingto their statis~- 
tics, it would reduce the most serious highway accidents 
by 24 per cent, Now, if the Government statistics used 
are indeed based on valid research, than it should result 
in a claims reduction to the insurers, and should be 
followed through with acorresponding premium reduction 
to B,C, residents, This was not done, Why? 

It is obvious that the most serious highway accidents 
cost much more per individual claim than what it costs 
per claim for an average accident, It could therefore be 
reasonably assumed that the money saved by reducing 
the most serious accidents by 24 per cent, results ina 
total claims saving much higher than 24 per cent to the 
insurers, and the premiums could be reduced accord- 
ingly, 

Could it be, that the reason for not reducing premiums 
at the time of redvced speed limit legislation by the 
B,C, Government is that their auto insurance is in such 


bad financial straits that it requires 100 per cent of the 
premiums previously charged to pay for only 76 per 
cent or less of the claims which would have arisen 
without speed limit reductions to 55 m,p,h,? If this is 
the reason for not passing on a corresponding reduc- 
tion in insurance premiums, then the insurance dollar 
certainly does not purchase as much coverage in claims 
totals, as in other provinces, 

In this case the legislation would merely be a manouever 
to camouflage what then would amount to a drastic rise 
in premium at much less risk of claims to the insurer, 
This aspect was apparently not considered by Mr, Copi- 
thorne, when he seemed to favour the speed reduction 
legislation in B,C., with his latest announcement, It 
appears, for some people IT IS difficult to understand 
that such a camouflaged increase is comparable to that 
of a butcher denying that he has increased the cost of 
meat if he sells it for the same price per pound, except 
that he reduces the ‘‘pound’’ to 76 per cent of its 
weight, 

Certainly, after years of bringing Alberta highways 
to 70, 65 and 60 m.p,h, standards at great expense to 
the Alberta taxpayers, it is unrealistic to now consider 
reducing the Highway speed limits to 55 m.p,h, in Alber- 
ta, It would do nothing to drivers who break the present 
speed limits and cause most of the accidents, because 
they would continue to-travel at speeds higher than the 
present limits, What is needed to cut down on accidents 
in Alberta is more enforcement of present speed maxi- 
mums, and life time license confiscation for repeat 
offenders with more than three convictions per annum, 

In closing it should be remarked that the statistics 
whichshowed a 24 per cent reduction in serious highway 
accidents in Washington State, and upon which B,C. 
apparently based its decision, were not caused by reduc- 
tion of speeds to 55 m.p,h, alone in that state, Other 
factors must be taken in account, During the same 
period when this speed limit was in effect, thousands 
of Americans took to public transportation to go to

ment is still in power, highway speed limits will be 
continued to be based upon traffic and highway eondi- 
tlons, rather than be dictated by political expediency 
maskerading as social concern about human suffering, 
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and in the story dealing with

In the discussion of the 
matter of the General Out- 
line Plan of the Town of St, 
Albert brought out at the 
special meeting of Council 
held on Monday night, mem- 
bers of Council were given 
the opportunity to throw 
questions to the Planner, 
Mr, D, W, Gordon. 

The first question came 


ed what the next step would 
be in the Downtown section, 
Mr, Gordon stated that the 
next step was to determine 
the priority site for the mun- 
icipal focus of the comm- 
unity centre, and from there 
determine the commitments 
that might be possible from 
other public agencies - par- 


ticularly provincial govern- 
ment needs, He: stated that 
once these are finalized, ex- 
ploration can be followed up 
with present developments, 
“1 think,” he stated, ‘‘we 
have to look out for our own 
interest in this area first, 
and insure ourselves that we 
have the most appropriate 
site for our own needs, but 
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also that our own facilities 
are complimentary to the 
other uses proposed in the 
area,’’ He went on to say 
that the facility should not 
only be used during daytime 
hours, 

Mr, Wetsch asked if the 
proposal supplied by the 
planner was intended to be 
the one which was to be foll- 
owed or if it was just meant 
to give an idea, Mr, Gordon 
acknowledged that the pro- 
posal was just intended to 
illustrate possibilities, Mr. 
Wetsch further questioned 
as to when such a proposal 
would be implimented, Mr, 
Byron, administrator inter- 
jected that once the site was 
known for the civic complex 
then further efforts could be 
made to carry aprogram for 
the downtown area, 

Mayor Plain asked a ques- 
tion regarding whether or 
not a replot of the downtown 
area was to be done and if 
not he asked what the rami- 
fications of the move, Mr, 
Byron stated that the mo- 
tions heard previously re- 
garding replot were first 
that a replot be conducted, 
and the second motion was 
to look into the feasibility 
of it, ‘‘We have not had an 
opportunity,’** Mr, Byron 
Stated, ‘‘to do an indepth 
report, We have some ser- 
ious misgivings concerning 
the element of time and the 
complexities, We think that 
we can live within the situa- 
tions that are before us, 
and that things can be re- 
solved as the development 
takes place. We are not act- 
ively pursuing the replot 
scheme,’” 

The mayor suggested that 
if further comments on pro- 
ject matters were not being 
voiced, that questions would 
be entertained regarding the 
General Plan, Coun, Smith 
inquired as to the expected 
completion of the projects 
ongoing in the Town and if 
such dates could be forth- 
coming with the information 
he stated he would be bring- 
ing before council inthe near 
future, The mayor then asked 
Mr, Gordon to give a brief 
overview of the general plan, 

Mr. Gordon stated that as 
the mayor had previously 
noted, there is to be a re- 
search planner joining the 
Planning Department on the 
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lst of November, who will 
work with Mr. Gordn in 

building up the General Plan 
He stated that it was his 
hope that this individual 
woulc speed: the process 
along, He also stated that a 
position paper should be 
ready by late November or 
early December for the per- 
usal of council and their 
comments, Mr, Gordon also 
mentioned areas such as 
population and land use which 
are to be analyzed and res- 
ponded to, Shopping centre 
issues which have come up 
will also have to be resol- 
ved before the General Plan 
can be fully developed, 

Mr. Gordon further stated 
that initial areas which would 
have to be examined would be 
particularly the population 
inflow and the current struc- 
ture of the community, Also 
mentioned for analysis were 
the influence on the growth 
rate of the Town and what 
the population potential of 
the Town would be, assum- 
ing variable rates of devel- 
opment, He stated that such 
information would provide 
population parameters, He 
also stated that density would 
be of worth to examine, and 
land use also was mentioned, 
Mr, Gordon stated that there 
was still work to be done 
in regards to the transpor- 
tation isue referring to 
mass transit and public tran- 
sit. On the matter of utilit- 
ies, he said that consultants 
were at work on some mat- 
ters and others were to be 
“farmed out’? to these in- 
dividuals, 

The final point of the Gen- 
eral Plan work, and the facet 
which Mr, Gordon stated is 
the most difficult, is the 
matter of capital financing 
implications of growth al- 
ternatives, “It is a difficult 
issue,’ stated Mr. Gordon, 
“to get a handle on, trying 
to document in an objective 
manner because so many of 
these matters are subjec- 
tive,’’ Mr, Gordon stated 
that there also has to be a 
sensitivity to the ultimate 
goals and objectives of the 
Town, 

Coun, Smith asked if it 
would be possible to provide 
fundamental information for 
use at public meetings to 
maximize the input from the 
public in the matter of the 
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General Plan and stated that 
it would be appreciated if 
this matter could be dis- 
cussed, Mr. Byron felt that 
it might be useful for Mr, 
Gordon and the research 
planner to work with an app- 
ointed group from the public 
while the General Plan is 
being formulated and Mr, 
Gordon stated that this is 
one of the alternatives which 
could be followed. 

Mayor Plain asked Mr, 
Gordon if he had any not- 
ions for alternative methods 
of financing major capital 
projects which could be 
forthcoming, Mr. Gordon 
stated that the question ties 
in with the capital planning 
which has to be done within 
the Town. He stated that the 
matter of financing will have 
to be contended with as the 
issues arise and that the 
comptroller or the admini- 
strator were in a better 
position to give information 
of this type. 

The mayor put forward 
a question regarding the sup- 
ply of water for the Town 
consumers and asked what 
could be done if it became 
apparent that adequate water 
supplies do not exist in the 
spring. The question was 
directed to Mr, Maandag, 
town engineer, who respon- 
ded by saying that Stanley 
and Associates had been en- 
gaged by the Town to work 
on the immediate require- 
ment of an additional supply 
line to supply line to the 
Town, He pointed out the 
existing 10 inch supply line 
is working to capacity dur- 
ing peak periods. Mr. Maan- 
dag noted that a source of 
supply from which the Town 
can take water is located in 
the Castledowns area timed 
for installation in the spring 
The water would be trans- 
ported to the Town by way 
of an 18 inchline, Mr, Maan- 
dag stated that the timing, 
construction wise, is tight 
but in view of the LAB 
meeting coming up and if 
things fall in the Town’s 
favour he anticipated that 
construction will proceed, 

When asked by Council- 
or Throndson if there was 
anything further that coun- 
cil could do in regard to 
the water line and supply, 
Mr, Maandag stated that all 
the necessary decisions had 

been made by Council, 
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Last week I suggested that 
an MLA was obliged to play 
a constructive role in his 
constituency and I touched 
on several instances where 
the apparent attitude of the 
present MLA suggested that 
he thought otherwise, This 
week I would like to suggest 
some of the constructive 
measures which ought to be 
taken in the constituency. 

THE TAX BASE 

An examination ofthe pro- 
perty tax situation through- 
out the area reveals a very 
weak residential/industrial 
tax ratio, The effect of this 
imbalance on the individual 
ratepayer’s tax bill is to 
drive the total higher and 
higher since few services 
can be cut and the cost of 
services continues to in- 
crease year by year, At the 
Same time elected councill- 
ors face requests from the 
electorate for expanded ser- 
vices, The solution to this 
dilemma does not lie in con- 
tinued increases in mill 
rates, Steps must be taken 
to broaden the tax base so 
that the burden for providing

services is borne by a lar- 
ger, broader group, and this 
group must include industry, 
A constituency task force 
must be organized in the 
very near future with the 
primary objective of en- 
couraging industry - pref- 
erably light, non-polluting 
industry - to locate within 
constituency boundaries, 
Such a task force would also 
be responsible for develop- 
ing guidelines for equalized 
tax-sharing and development 
cost arrangements, Theres- 
ponsibility of the MLA in 
this framework would be to 
co-ordinate the efforts of 
the force, to ensure the co- 
operation and assistance of 
the provincial government, 
and to secure the passage of 
hecessary enabling legisla- 
tion, 
SERVICES 

At the same time, the 
MLA must assist elected 
representatives to take ad- 
vantage of government fun- 
ding for services to people. 
In this area he must act as 
a co-ordinator providing lia- 
ison between councils and

the various provincial de- 
partments and agencies, He 
must help town, village, and 
municipal councils to pro- 
vide and expand water and 
sewer services, to install 
gas utilities, and to con- 
struct and upgrade roads 
taking advantage of a max- 
imum of government assis- 
tance, He must ensure that 
assistance is available to 
individuals - farmers in par- 
ticular - who can not parti- 
cipate in municipal water 
and sewer projects, 
EDUCATION 

The MLA must also un- 
dertake to assist school 
authorities in meeting their 
responsibilities, | Although 
schools face considerable 
criticism from many sec- 
tors, this criticism is not 
generally of what they do, 
but rather of what they fail 
to do. Essentially, critics 
are asking that schools ex- 
pand their services, that they 
make greater provision for 
the uniqueness of students, 
that they pay more atten- 
tion to individual neds, The 
means of satisfying the re- 
quests of critics are gen- 
erally expensive and again, 
typically, the local taxpay- 


er is required to bear the 
burden, 

Thesolutionto these pro- 
blems is to be found at the 
provincial level, The St, Al- 
bert Constituency must have 
an MLA who can convince 
the government that assis- 
tance to school authorities 
must be increased, who can 
assist them in making re- 
presentation to the Depart- 
ment of Education for in- 
creased funding for expan- 
ded programs and facilities 
so that local taxpayers are 
not required to assume the 
responsibility for ever-in- 
creasing unsupported debt. 

He must also encourage 
the Department of Advanced 
Education to re-evaluate the 
need for a post-secondary 
institution in the area, The 
Athabasca University was to 
have met the needs of many 
high-school graduates north 
of Edmonton, but it was shar- 
ply reduced in scope and 
moved out of the constituency 
despite the resistance of the 
present MLA, It seems logi- 
cal, now, to re-examine the 
needs of the community with 
a view to providing a local 
post-high school option for 
adults, 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 

As well, the efforts of 
parent groups who are con- 
cerned about provisions for 
mentally handicapped and 
learning disabled children 
require attention, Up tonow, 
the government has concern- 
ed itself mainly with only 
the severest cases, leaving 
volunteers, parents, and pri- 
vate institutions to solve the 
problems, Our MLA must 
ensure that the difficulties 
that these parents and chil- 
dren face are brought to the 
attention of the government 
and remedied, 

I share many more of your 
concerns - about the need for 
and cost of expanded rec- 
reation facilities and pro- 
grams, about the shortage of 
space in senior citizens 
homes and nursing homes, 
about marketing and con- 
sumer problems, and about 
the need for expanded com- 
munity health services - but 
space limitations do not per- 
mit me to deal with them 
properly, I can only say that 
I care very much about the 
way government affects 
people and that I am con- 
vinced that things can be 
done better,

Expenses for care of chil- 
dren who are under 14 years 
of age at any time during a 
year may be deducted from 
income when filing an in- 
come tax return, Physically 
or mentally infirm children 
over 14 who are dependent 
on the mother or father also

EXPENSES 


qualify for the child care 
deduction, 

These expenses include 
costs of baby sitting and day 
nursery care and up to $15 
a week per child for lodging 
paid at boarding schools and 
camps, They must have been 
incurred to enable the moth- 
er to be employed or to carry 
on a business, 

The expenses are allow- 
able only for care in Canada, 
and are deductible only for 
the year in which they are 
incurred and paid. Clothing, 
transportation, education, 
medical or hospital care are 
not taken into account when 
calculating allowable expen- 
ses, 

SOME RESTRICTIONS: 

You can’t pay just anyone 
for looking after your child 
and claim it asa deduction, 
however. The income tax 
department won’t allow you 
to do this for someone you 
or your husband is already 
claiming as a dependant, nor 
for anyone under 21 who 
is related to either of you 
by blood, marriage or adop- 
tion. 

And there are restrictions 
on the amount you can claim 
on the amount you can claim 
for child care, It can’t be 
more. than $500 per child, 
nor more than $2,000 a year 
for the family, nor more 
than two-thirds of the work- 
ing mother’s earned income 
for the year, It has to be the 
lowest of these three, 

To give an example, Sup- 
pose you were a working 
mother of three children, all 
under 14, and during the year 
you paid $400 to a day nur- 
sery to care for one child 
and babysitting fees of $1,200 
for the other two children, 
You earned a salary of $6,000 
during the year. 

The total you spent for 
child care was $1,600, 

The family limitation 
($500 per child, maximum 
$2,000) is three times $500, 
or $1,500, 

Two-thirds of your ear- 
ned income is 2/3 x $6,000 
or $4,000,

The sinallest of tiese fig- 
ures is $1,500 and this is the 
amount you could claim as 
child care expenses when 
completing your income tax 
return, 

To claim the deduction, 
child care expenses must 
be supported by receipts. 
The name and address of 
the person to whom you make 
payment must be provided 
and except for an organiza- 
tion such as a day nursery, 
the Social Insurance Number 
of the recipient must also be 
included. 

MEN NOT FORGOTTEN: 

Fathers, too may deduct 
child care expenses for chil- 
dren in their custody, 

Fathers who are single, 
widowed, divorced or sep- 
arated by written agree- 
ment can. They may also 
in cases where a medical 
practitioner certifies that 
the mother is for the fore- 
seeable future incapable of 
caring for her children be- 
cause of a physical or men- 
tal infirmity because she 
was confined to bed, wheel- 
chair, hospital or institu- 
tion for a continuous period 
of at least two weeks, or 
where she has been in pri- 
son for at least two weeks, 

In any of these circum- 
stances, the father may ded- 
uct child care expenses sub- 
ject to the same general 
rules as a working mother. 

However, in addition to 
the deduction limits outlin- 
ed for working mothers, the 
father’s deduction may not 
exceed the lesser of $15 
for each child or $60 for 
the family for each week 
during which he is eligible 
to claim, 

If the father were to claim 
a deduction for a temporary 
incapacity of the mother, 
and the mother also had ded- 
uctible expenses for the re- 
mainder of the year, the 
maximum limits of $500 per 
child and $2,000 per family 
that would ordinarily apply 
to the mother’s claim would 
be reduced by the amount 
of the father’s claim,

Monday's special Council 
meeting, the last of the ‘or- 
ganizational’ meetings of St, 
Albert's new Town Council, 
saw members appointed to 
the various boards, 

Mayor Plain suggested 
hat the appointments to each 
board be moved separately 
and Coun, Fyfe, one of the 
members of the nominating 
committee (Coun, Smith was 
the other), made the motions 
regarding the appointments, 

The first board to be con- 
sidered was the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Committ- 
ee, Coun, Fyfe made the 
motion that Mayor Plain be 
appointed as the standing 
member and that the alter- 
nate member be Coun, Luk- 
ay. Several objections were 
heard to this with Coun, 
Lukay asking, in view that 
he was the standing mem- 
ber. Mayor Plain echoed 
Coun, Lukay‘s argument sta- 


ting in the light of his recent 
appearance to the scene, 
perhaps he lacks the ex- 
perience required.

Fyfe was 
appointed as standing mem- 
ber to the Social Services 
Board, Coun. Wetsch was 
appointed as alternate; Coun 
Fyfe was appointed as stan- 
ding member to the Sturgeon 
Health Unit with Coun, Smith 
appointed as alternate; Coun, 
Lukay was appointed as stan- 
ding member to the Trans- 
portation Planning Steering 
Committee with Coun.
